been  satisfactory  during  the  year.

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  shown  an  increase  being  1S.1  per 
thousand  pooulation  compared  with  18.3  for  the  previous  year.  This 
is  slightly  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (18.1).  There 
were  134  births  compared  with  125  in  1964. 

There  were  54  deaths  from  various  causes  giving  a  rate  per  thousand 
of  the  population  of  11.5. 

There  were  2  infant  deaths  during  the  year  givina  an  infant  mortalitv 
rate  of  14.9  per  thousand  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  rales 
being  19. C.  There  was  only  one  stillbirth  notified,  and  I  am  happv  to 
report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

I  am  most  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases  notified  of 
Diphtheria,  Foliomyelitis  or  Tuberculosis.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  continues  to  be  one  of  the  Council's  biggest  problems  due  to 
the  sKattered  nature  of  the  district  and  the  distance  away  from  the 
main  tip.  Expenditure  is  high  and  increased  housing  continues  to  make 
the  position  more  difficult. 

Suitable  tyoe  of  labour  is  difficult  to  obtain  and  hired  haulage 
is  employed  to  helo  out. 

There  are  seasonal  increases  in  the  contents  of  bins  wJth  the 
consequence  that  bin  collecting  and  Drivy  emptying  have  to  suffer. 

ASHPIT  PRIVY  CONVERSION 

There  were  32  conversions  (14  privies,  8  pails)  to  fresh  water 
closets  during  the  year. 

20  existing  properties  were  connected  to  the  new  sewer  at  North 
End,  and  124  new  dwellings  connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 

HOUSING 


The  Council  have  purchased  11  acres  of  land  cf  which  aooroxiroately 
5  acres  is  suitable  for  building.  They  are  also  considering  the  erection 
of  dwellings  on  site  of  former  cooking  depot  in  Alfred  Street  and  gardens 
in  Eden  Avenue.
